In a chapel address at the Phil- 
adelphia Bible Institute early in 
December, Dr. Barnhouse offered 
$1,000 to any student who could 
give him a Scripture verse to 
prove that Christians should sepa- 
rate themselves from other Chris- 
tians because of “wrong doctrine.” 
A faculty member was distressed 
by the statement and wrote to tell 
us. 

Dr. Barnhouse, along with Dr. 
Billy Graham and Dr. Harold John 
Ockenga, were featured speakers 
at a conference sponsored by the 
Inter-Varsity Christian Fellowship, 
December 27 through 31. It was 
held at the University of Dlinois,

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Jesus had such a matter in mind 
when He said, “Heaven and eartli 
shall pass away: but my words 
shall not pass away.” And let us 
recall also verse 5 in Revelation 
21, “Behold, I make all things 
new.” 

Now, to take the place of this 
earth and this heaven, there will 
be created a new heaven and a 
new earth. This is given to us in 
Isaiah 65:17, “For, behold, I cre- 
ate new heavens and a new earth: 
and the former shall not be re- 
membered, nor come into mind.” 
Note also Isaiah 66:22, “For as the 
new heavens and the new earth, 
which I will make, shall remain 
before me, saith the Lord, so shall 


—+there. will 
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your seed and your name remain.” 

Just as God brought this world 
into existence out of nothing, so 
can He create ‘a new heaven and 
a new earth. 


II. The Picture of New Things 


We are now looking at the eter- 
nal state. We are beyond the mil- 
lennium. We stand upon the brink 
of eternity and see the things which 
are promised to all believers, Sco- 
field says that. there are seven 
new things given in the last two 
chapters of the Bible: the new 
heaven, the new earth, the new 
people, the new Jerusalem, the 
new temple, the new light, and 
the new paradise. 


This new city which John saw 
coming down from God to the 
new earth will be the home of the 
redeemed. It is that better coun- 
try for which Abraham and the 
patriarchs looked. It is the place 
that God has prepared for His 
saints. 

A deseription of it is given in 
Revelation 21:9 to the end of the 
Bible. It will be a vast place, 
lighted by the presence of God: It 
will be a dwelling place of our 
Lord, for He is coming to dwell 
with His people. This place is so 
glorious that God uses negatives 
to describe it. 

1. No sin. “And there shall in 
no wise enter into it ‘any thing 
that defileth, neither whatsoever 


worketh abomination, or maketh 
a He”: (Rev. 21:27). Sm = has 
brought the _ terrible condition 


which we see before us today. Let 
}your mind dwell upon a place 
where ther& will be no sin. 

2. No curse. “And there shall be 
no more curse: but the throne 
of God and of the Lamb shall be 
in it; and his servants shall serve 
him” (Rev. 22:3). The curse which 
came upon the earth because of 


all thegei ™an's sins will be done away. 


3. No sorrow. “And God shall 
wipe away all tears from their 
eyes; and there shall be no more 
death, neither sorrow, nor cry- 
ing ... (Rev. 21:4). All tears 
will be wiped away, and sorrow 
will be a thing of the past. 


4. No pain. “Neither shall there 
be any more pain.” In that eternal 
home there will be no sickness, 
no need for hospitals, no drives 
to raise money to combat tuber- 
culosis, cancer, or heart disease. 
No children afflicted with polio— 
be only everlasting 
health-—for.all of God’s children. 

». No separation. “And they 
Shall see his face . .. and they 
shall reign for ever and ever’ 
(Rev. 22:4, 5). After the saints 
are caught up to be with the Lord, 
we have the assurance that we 
shall ever be with Him. There will 
be no farewells in Heaven, no 
separation. 

My wife and I were discussing 
a matter that deeply touched our 
hearts.. We learned that our mis- 
sionaries, Rev. and Mrs. J. B. Wil- 
liams, located in Africa, must be 
separated from their little daugh- 
ter by a distance of seven hundred 
miles: Because of the — climate 
Where they are working, she is 
unable to stay with them, and they 
are forced to send her to a dis- 
tant place. They get to see her but 
once a year. 

Many times people have written 
me asking that I try to locate 
some loved one. Occasionally it is 
a father who wants to see his boy 
before he dies. Thank God for the 
promise of a place where there is 
no separation! 

6. Nowfoskness. “And there sifmil 
be no night there; and they need 
no candle, neither light of the sun; 
for the Lord God giveth them 
light... (Rev. 22:5).. In: the 
presence of the new city which is 
coming down upon the new earth, 
the light of the world will be 
present, and there will be no dark- 
ness. The city will have no need 
of the sun, neither the moon, for 
“the Lamb is the light thereof.” 

7. No death. “‘And there shall be 
no more death.” Death is forever 
put down. It will be crushed be- 
neath the feet of Christ. Christ 
will reign until death is conquered, 
and then He will deliver the king- 


we read this in I Corinthians 
15 :24-26: : 

“Then cometh the end,. when 
he shall have delivered up the 
kingdom to od, even the Father; 
when he shall have put down all 
rule and all authority and power. 

For he must reign, till he hath put 


dom to God, even the Father. May

To the same people at Corinth 
whom Paul addressed here in Il 
Corinthians, he. had said once be- 
fore, “God hath chosen the fool- 
ish things of the world to con- 
found the wise; and God hath 
chosen the ‘weak things of the 
world to confound the things which 
are mighty; And base things of the 
world, and things which are de- 
spised, hath God chosen, yea, and 
things which are not, to bring to 
nought things that are: That no 
flesh should glory in his pres- 
ence” (I Cor. 1:27-29). 

Thank God, He not only CAN 
use weak things but He has 
CHOSEN the weak things to con- 
found the mighty! Oh, we are 
poor, weak things. Even Paul was 
compelled to say, “We have this 
treasure in earthen vessels .. .” 
(II Cor. 4:7). Paul, too, had a 
thorn in the flesh, a messenger 
of Satan to buffet him. But God’s 
strength is made perfect in weak- 
ness. God has chosen the poor, 
the weak. Thus, whatever blessed 
thing is done through, weak men, 
God gets the glory. May we never 
forget that God can do His 
mighty works with weak instru- 
ments, but surrendered and trust- 
ing instruments. 

Members of the Sanhedrin were 
surprised when they saw that Pet- 
er and John were ignorant and 
unlearned men, but “they took 
knowledge of them that they had 
been with Jesus.’ Oh, that we 
could be less, and even more con- 
scious of our weakness and ig- 
norance and helplessness, so the 
Lord Jesus could do the work 
that He wants to do through us, 
and that He should get the glory 
Himself for His blessed work! 

I remember that Dr. J. B. 
Gambrell in Texas, years ago as 
editor of the Baptist Standard 
once said, “God can hit some 
mighty straight licks with some 
very crooked sticks!”

They held that even though 
temporarily one might appear to 
gain by: ignoring the scriptural 
commands of Ephesians 5:11, I 
Corinthians 6:14-18, and II John, 
verses 7-11, that those commands 
are still binding and no one should 
do wrong with the hope that good 
would come from it.

“Foutth: “IX am ready, if my 
schedule can be satisfactorily ar- 
ranged, to enter any door that 
the Lord opens where there is an 
opportunity to co-operate with 
faithful, orthodox pastors in help- 
ing to build up the saints and win 
the lost to the Lord Jesus Christ.”

This kind of prospector wants 
to ride to the pay lode in a 
luxury car over concrete 
roads, and pick up the loot 
with a steam shovel, quitting 
in time to get back to the 
hotel before dark. 


How different is the real- 
istic concept of life held forth 
in the Scriptures! ‘Endure 
hardness,” Paul wrote to Tim- 
othy. “I have fought a good 
fight’”’ was the description of 
his own life. “Agonize to enter 
in,’ commanded Jesus. The 
heroes of faith, of which our 
world is not worthy, stopped 
the mouths of lions, hid in 
caves of the earth, and re- 
fused any easy deliverance 
from death. 


Let us apply this to Bible 
study.

Jesus Feeds 
the 5,000

6:5-9. Jesus asked Philip where 
they Could buy bread to feed that 
multitude. There, too, we are told 
that the five loaves and the two 
fishes belonged to a lad who was 
found by Andrew, and we are told 
that Andrew said, “But what are 
they among so many?” 

Their unbelief is strange, but no 
stranger than ours! How little 
right we have to accuse the apos- 
tles! We ask, so little and expect 
so little from God. 


Let us learn some lessons from 
this wonderful miracle when five 
thousand men besides women and 
children were fed with five loaves 
and two fishes. 

1. “They need not depart; give 
ye them to eat.” The Christian has 
at hand the Source who can sup- 
ply the needs of those around 
about us. “As thy days, so shall 
thy strength be” (Deut. 33:25). 
Claim Psalm 81:10; Jeremiah 
32:27; Jeremiah 33:3; Mark 9:23; 
Mark 11:23, 24. Christians ought 
not to “pass the buck.” We can 
get heavenly power to face the 
problems that come to us. We. can 
have the food, the wisdom, the 
spiritual power required if we 
really claim the promises. 

2. Five loaves and two fishes 
are few, but they are much when 
Jesus blesses.and breaks them. 
Remember that God used Moses’ 
rod (Exod. 4:2-5, 29-31; 7:10), 
pitchers and lamps in Gideon’s 
army.. (Judg. 7:16-23), the jaw- 
bone of an ass in the hand of 
Samson (Judg. 15:15). “God hath 
chesen the weak things of the 
world to confound the things 
which are mighty” (I Cor. 1:27). 


3. Be sure to first bring your 
talents or supplies to Jesus (vs. 
18). He only can make that which 
would feed one, feed five thou- 
sand. 


4. The multitude was ‘com- 
manded” to sit down in orderly 
groups and ranks by fifties (vs. 
19; Luke 9:14). Proper organi- 
zation, avoiding confusion, is scrip- 
tural. 


5. Jesus never ate without 


blessing the meal, We should nev- 
er eat without returning thanks 
and asking God to bless the food, 


6. Jesus had them save all the 


‘fragments left over (John 6:12). 


There was no waste. Waste would 
be a sin. The home that wishes 
Jesus to provide should save the 
leftovers and carefully use them 
out of love and gratitude to Christ. 
Jesus who made food for thou- 
sands by a thought commands it 
be not wasted, 


7. There were twelve baskets of 
fish and bread left, indicating the 
infinite supply. Jesus could have 
fed a million as well as five thou- 
sand. 


8. This was an act of creation, 
making something from. nothing. 
But it was Jesus who created the 
universe (John 1:3, 10; Col. 1:16; 
Heb. 1:2). He holds together the 
universe, (Col. 1:17). Jesus Christ 
is “The mighty God” (Isa. 9:6) 
and all matter is under His con- 
trol. 


Following this wonderful mir- 
acle some people would have tak- 
en Jesus by force to make Him 
king as John tells us (John 6:15). 
They were convinced that He was 
the Prophet foretold. by Moses 
(Deut. 18:15; John 6:14).

here, it will not be His fault, but 
it will be our own. 

I find a class of people who say, 
“Well, we must wait until God 
works, and when God is ready we 
will see a great work.” Now, if 
I read my Bible and understand 
Scripture, God is always ready. 
We talk about the “set time’ for 
God to favor us. The set time is 
when you and‘I get ready to let 
God work for us, just when we 
choose to roll away the stones that 
prevent His coming to our souls. 
Someone must take away these 
stones, someone must roll them 
off so the Lord, Redeemer, and 
Saviour can get at us. 


There is no doubt but that He 
Himself could send down legions 
of angels to clear away every 
single stone. If even the word of 
His mouth should go out, every 
stone-like obstacle in His path 
would suddenly disappear, just as 
Satan did from His presence in the 
wilderness. But God does not work 
in that way. He works through 
others. He did not Himself roll 
away the stone from Lazarus’ 
grave; He said to His disciples 
surrounding Him, and to His dis- 
ciples in all times, “Take ye away 
the stone.” Now I find a great 
many men and a great many 
wives, and a great many Chris- 
tians, too, who ask God to roll 
away the stone, and because He 
does not answer their prayer, they 
throw the blame on God. Why, 
the blame is not His; it is theirs. 
God always works in partnership. 
When He is asked to do a thing, 
He can only do it when He first 
sees an active disposition in the 
asker to help to get the blessing. 


This failure to second God's 
work for us comes from unbelief. 
Such a half-hearted man does not 
believe God will grant his prayer, 
and so fails to carry out his own 
part of the program. The mother 
that prays for the reclaiming of a 
drunken son or .a dissolute hus- 
band, must faithfully do her part 
to this end, and then must have 
full belief that God will do the 
rest. There is something for us 
all to do for our fellow creatures, 
and it is the stone of unbelief 
that blocks up the way if we do 
not do it. 


And it is just this great stone 
that must first be rolled out of 
the way in this city. Let us believe 
that God can do a. great work 
here, and that practical belief will 
make us work as we ought to. It 
will be a hard work, but with this 
lever of faith it can be done, and 
in short order. There must be hon- 
est work, a lifting up of one’s self 
first as far as may be, and then 
a leaving of the rest to God, whose 
work will completely roll the stone 
away and raise the dead. 


We Ourselves Must First Be 
Quickened 


And what a need there is for 
this resurrection in all our souls. 
How dead our sense of sin! How 
forgetful that iniquity cannot live 
in our heart, and word, and act! 
How careless, and indifferent even, 
to have things anywise different 
than they are! Is the fault God’s? 
No, the only trouble is with our- 
selves; we will not ask Him that 
He will help us to do better things. 
We do not want to do them. How 
lukewarm the love of God in our 
hearts, and how selfish and cold, 
in consequence, our thought to- 
ward our neighbor! It is a won- 
der to me how low our standard 
can fly, and yet we can profess to 
be Christians. 


Do we not need to cry that God 
will revive us?. Yes, it is we our- 
selves that must first be quick- 
ened. Our own hearts—those of 
us who profess to be Christians— 
must feel anew the joys of sin 
forgiven, and a rekindling of the 
earlier fires of faith and holy liv- 
ing. Only thus can good influences 
be made effectual on .those out- 
side. | 


I have heard many complain of 
the answer of prayer being with- 
held, when the secret lay just 
here. A woman, though a profes- 
sing Christian, need not pray for 
her husband’s conversion if she 
be governed by an evil temper. 
She need not talk even to God 
about her husband until she gets 
command of her railing tongue 


and wicked looks. If you are not 
Christlike in your behavior, you 
need not expect to be taken for an 
example by your godless neighbor. 
He will not imitate you, evenegif 
he does not despise you for your 
hollow ‘professions, 


I recall an illustration used by 
my dear friend, Morehouse, when 
he was in this city. The Apostle 
Paul stood with the gathering 
crowd about the fire warming 
himself after the shipwreck, when, 
as he piled the wood on the fire, 
a viper sprang ftom the flame 
and fastened itself on his hand. 
Immediately the gaping crowd 
cried out that he was a repro- 
bate whom, though he had es- 
caped the waves, vengeance would 
not let live. But presently Paul 
shook the viper from his hand into 
the fire, when they, seeing that he 
did not die, changed their opinion 
entirely, and Paul preached to 
them the saving word of life. The 
apostle shook off the viper, and 
the confidence of men flowed out 
to him. 


Let us Christians all imitate 
this grand ensample; let us shake 
off, with God’s help, the vipers of 
evil temper, and all the evil 
things that make our Christianity 
a nullity, and, too often, a re- 
proach in the eyes of those we 
would call to a like name and 
inheritance with ourselves... And 
as a community, as well, we must 
shake off the venomous beast 
whose poison not only repels oth- 
ers, but kills or enfeebles our- 
selves. 

The vipers of London are dif- 
ferent from those of New York; 
and, again, our own are unlike 
either of these. Covetousness, the 
inordinate greed for gain, has fas- 
tened on the hand of Chicago, 
along with many another Western 
city, and the sting will be worse 
and worse unless a remedy is 
found for us. We talk with an 
appetite much too keen about get- 
ting gain and the chances for 
money-making. And yet this very 
trait, confessedly an evil, is an 
argument to our hand. There is a 
cry in commercial circles, loud 
and prolonged, for a revival in 
business—all classes of business. 
In this country, during the past 
twénty years, I never heard any- 
one eg out against it. But if 
you talk about getting a revival 
in God’s business, there is a class 
of people who at once shake their 
heads. They do not know about it; 
they are afraid it won’t work. 


A strange inconsistency; a thing 
is all right in their own concerns, 
but all wrong in God’s. The two 
things are not different at all 
for the purposes of this compari- 
son. God’s work, like man’s work, 
may have stages of activity; and 
the Christian, just as much as 
the merchant should seek earnest- 
ly for a revival in trade. 


Oh, let us roll away this stone 
of unbelief and indifference, and 
we will soon hear a voice from 
the place of the stone crying, 
“Lazarus, come forth.” Let us 
only cry as earnestly and loud for 
a revival as our business men have 
done and are now doing, and the 
powers and affections of our souls 
will spring up and bloom to eter- 
nal life. Our quickened souls and 
those of our friends will be made 
vlad thereat, and rejoice together 
in time and eternity. Should no 


right time come in God's fields, : 


when can the farmer have his 
harvest time? How active the 
farmers are in getting hands to 
help them through the rush. The 
right time does come periodically 
in the kingdom of heaven upon 
earth—a ripening time, when God 
calls His reapers to put in their 
sickles. 


Unbelief Hinders God’s 
Saving Power 

Three stones I will especially 
refer to this morning, or moun- 
tains if you prefer—for that is 
what they are—to be rolled from 
our caves before the dead Lazarus, 
quickened to life, can come ferth. 
A great stone to be rolled away is 
unbelief, already spoken of. If I 
ask the Christian man in Chicago, 
“Do you believe God can revive 
His work?” I do not want him to 
say, “I do not believe He can; I 
have been here about fifteen 


years, and during all that time 
there has not been a successful 


attempt at reviving His work.” 
Well, it may be so that the work 
has not got on well. What was the 


simply because people did not be- 
lieve the work could really be 
done. 


But surely there is no person 
in the town but knows that every- 
thing is possible with God. Let 
us take this stand, to believe that 
God is going actually to do some- 
thing. There is no drunkard who 
should despair, for I believe God 
is going to save hundreds of them. 
He can and He will destroy his 
love of strong drink, root and 
branch, and I believe there is to 
be a cleansing thunderstorm in 
this atmosphere here before many 
days. 

When in Glasgow, a skeptic in- 
sisted that all my converts were 
women and old men verging on 
the grave. At the next meeting in 
that city there were present in 
the hall 3,300 men, and of these 
2,700 were young men. The skep- 
tic next insisted that not a wild

through trust in Jesus’ words. If 
we believe, we are told we may 
order mountains to .be removed 
and they will be cast into the sea. 
Oh, may God strike down our un- 
belief to the resurrection to life 
of even the vilest sinners in this 
city.

Because some revivals turn out to 
be useless, or in some develop- 
ments positively bad, must the 
system be thrown aside?

‘she sat down and her eye fell 


upon her Bible, which had not 
been opened during their visit. She 
opened the Book, and her eyes 
felt on the words, ‘What have 
they seen in thine house?” Heze- 
kiah too had been ‘proud to show 
some important visitors about his 
court. Yet he failed to represent 
God to them, and God penalized 
him. We might very well ask, 
after visitors have left our homes, 
“Did our guests see a family altar 
in our homes? Did they observe 
that we offered thanks at our 
table?” It is a very important 
matter, this matter of being 
Christians in our homes. 


I. Father, Do You Lead Your 
Family for God? 

Father, how is it with you? 
Are you a Christian in your home? 
Surely the Holy Bible reveals the 
truth that the father is to be the 
priest in his home, the example 
to his children. ‘The Lord said 
unto Noah, Come thou and all 
thine house into the ark... .” 
(Gen. 7:1). The Lord said of Ab- 
raham, “I know him, that he will 
command his children and his 
household . . . and they shall keep 
the way of the Lord...” (Gen. 
18:19). It is evident that God 
wants the head of every house to 
have a holy command over his 
household. 


And surely, when a father is 
a Christian, his influence falls up- 
on his household. When the Lord 
Jesus healed the nobleman’s. son, 
the nobleman “himself believed, 
and his whole house” (John 4:53). 
When Cornelius, the captain in 
the Roman Army of Occupation, 
was converted, he “called togeth- 
er his kinsmen and near friends’ 
(Acts 10:24). Cornelius Smith, the 
father of the great evangelist, 
Gipsy Rodney Smith, came under 
conviction. He attended a service 
in a mission hall and heard the 
people sing Cowper’s hymn, 


There is a fountain filled with blood 
Drawn from Immanuel’s veins; 

And sinners, plunged beneath that flood, 
Lose all their guilty stains. 


With the chorus, 


/, 

| do believe, will believe, 
That Jesus died for me, 

That on the cross He shed His blood 
From sin to. set me free. 


The father went to the altar that 
night seeking salvation, and when 
the light dawned: upon his soul, 
he exclaimed, “I am converted!” 
He went home and told his moth- 
erless children what had happen- 
ed. He placed his arms around the 
five of them, kissed them, then 
fell on his knees and began to 
pray. Gipsy Smith in later years 
said of that first prayer his fath- 
er ever offered, “I still feel its 
Sacred influence on my heart and 
soul,” 


We live in a day when parents 
are exceptionally concerned for 
the material welfare of their chil- 
dren. They give the greatest at- 
tention to their health and edu- 
cation. Their great ambition is to 
see their sons and daughters suc- 
cessful in some chosen profession.

per you?” 


But how much more it would 
mean if they were truly concerned 
in the spiritual welfare of their 
offspring! 

In one of our courts a group 
of ‘boys had been corralled. The 
parents had been summoned to 
appear also. The judge asked the 
boys, “Do you attend Sunday 
School and church?” They an- 
swered, “No.” The judge lifted 
his eyes’ and, looking over the 
heads of the youth, spoke to the 
parents, particularly the fathers, 
“The reason that these boys are 
not in church and Sunday School 
is because you are not there.’+ 

When we: look back at past civi- 
lizations, we observe that when 
they were at their height of glory 
the fathers gave attention to their 
gods. Certainly it was true in 
Israel. We remember the _ holy 
zeal with which the old soldier 
Joshua declared, “. . . As for me 
and my house, we will serve the 
Lord.” 


This truth is beautifully illus- 
trated in the autobiography of 
John G. Paton. When he set out 
on his forty-mile walk to Glasgow 
to begin his education, he was 
accompanied part of the way by 
his father. 


“For the last mile or so,” he 
says, “we walked on in almost 
unbroken silence. I noticed his 
lips kept moving in silent prayer 
for me. We halted on reaching the 
appointed parting place. He grasp- 
ed my hand firmly for a minute 
in silence, then solemnly and af- 
fectionately said, ‘God bless you, 
my son. Your’ father’s God prosper 
you, and keep you from all evil.’ 
Unable to say more, his lips kept 
moving in silent prayer. In tears 
we embraced and parted. I watch- 
ed until his form faded from my 
gaze, and then hastened on my 
way. I vowed deeply and oft, by 
the help of God, that I would 
live and act so as to never grieve 
or dishonor such a father and 
mother as He had given me.” 


Father, how is it with you? 
Would you be able honestly to 
say to a son or a daughter, leav- 
ing your homestead, “May your 
father’s God go with you and pros- 
Do you know God? 
Have you found your salvation in 
Christ? Is your life a real walk 
with the Lord? 


Some years ago a preacher who 
came to my church spoke on the 
question God asked of Adam, 
“Where art thou?” A young lad 
who had attended the service went 
home. Upon his arrival his father 
queried him as to the service. The 
little fellow looked straight at his 
father and quoted the text, “Fath- 
er, where art thou?” The father 
facetiously asked, ‘““Who wants to 
know?” The little fellow boldly 
rejoined, “God.” I’m glad to re- 
port that that man himself re- 
ceived the Lord, came into the 
church, and proved to be a very 
valuable servant. 


Il. The Influence of a Godly 
Mother 


Mother, how is it with you? 
“|. As is the mother, so is her 
daughter” (Ezek. 16:44). When 
mothers are worldly, indifferent, 
neglectful, there is a terrible fall-

Victor Hugo, in his Les Miser- 
ables, suggested that all the nuns 
in the world, however pious they 
might be, are not as valuable as 
a mother in forming the heart of 
a boy or girl. Certainly it is true 
that behind the men and women 
of history there have been great 
mothers. When we think of Moses, 
we must think of the heroic con- 
duct of the mother who saved him. 
When we think of Abraham Lin- 
coln, growing up in rough sur- 
roundings, With” a mother who 
died prematurely, yet. he would 
say, “All that I am or ever hope 
to be, I owe ‘to my angel mother.”’ 


All too many mothers today 
have given way to the world 
about them. They have compro- 
mised with the brass rail. There 
was a time in our nation’s history 


were ever seen in a saloon, but 
today mothers, without a single 
twinge of conscience, plant their 
feet on the brass rail and drink 
the same heady spirits. There was 
a time when a cigarette on the 
lips of a woman stirred the most 
violent reactions. Today many of 
our respectable women unconcern- 
edly smoke them on the streets. 


When Henry Grady, the great 
editor of the south, felt his grip 
upon spiritual truth weakening, he 
packed his bag, left his office, and 
found his way to the little cottage 
where he had been born and where 
his mother still lived.

Son, how about you? The Shun- 
ammite woman, hurrying on her 
way to the prophet Elisha to 
secure his help for her dead child, 
was asked by him, “Is it well 
with the child?” I would ask 
you, Son, is it well with you? 
Often we hope to give our mothers 
and fathers some gift, some token 
of our love and esteem. I know of 
nothing that would please a godly 
mother more than to know that her 


son had accepted the Lord Jesus 


Christ as his personal Saviour. 


During revival services down 
in Virginia, the evangelist preach- 
ed a sermon on “The Prodigal 
Son.” Young men came forward 
upon the invitation. Certainly they 
did not look like prodigals, but 
were fine, clean young men. How- 
ever, God had used the sermon 
to help them realize their need 
of a Saviour. As each one came 
forward, his mother would give 
a little shout of joy. One who was 
present at the service said, “I 
had sometimes heard shouting be- 
fore, but never shouting that 
seemed to well up from the joy 
in the heart of each mother over 
the son who had been lost but 
was born again.” The joy that 
we read about over one sinner that 
repenteth, the joy that is felt in 
Heaven, is a picture of the joy 
that those mothers experienced. 

Many charges are made against 
youth today. The one that I am 
most concerned about is_ the 
charge that our young men are 
not willing to look Jesus Christ 
squarely in the eyes. This is one 
of the tragedies of our times. I 


believe it was Robert Louis 
Stevenson who one. time said, 
“Until a young man writes the 
words, ‘Enter God,’ over the 
portals of his life, he*=~-can 
hope to achieve no true suc- 
cess.” Yes, God in Christ—that 


is the secret of rich, full, and 
successful living. Christ to take 
away youth’s” past follies and 
failures, Christ to stifle the shame- 
ful, degrading lusts of .youth, 
Christ to purify and refine man- 
hood, Christ to bless with wis- 
dom and vision, love and consid- 
eration. 


When our Lord came down from 
the Mount of Transfiguration, He 
found Peter,. .James, and John, 
with .an excited multitude gath- 
ered about them, disputing and 
questioning with them. A man 
brought his demon-possessed son 
to the Lord, seeking that the lad 
might be healed. When Jesus drew 
near, the father ran to him and 
said, “. . . Master, I have brought 
unto thee my son, which hath a 
dumb spirit” (Mark 9:17). The 
father’s one concern was his son. 
Yes, there are many parents to- 
day who have sons in great need, 
soul need, who are lost and with- 
out hope. Oh, that the message of 
Christ, His saving grace and pow- 
er, might reach them! 


A very successful man ever had 
sounding in his mind the last 
words of his» little white-haired 
mother. She put her arms around 
him, and planted the final kiss 
on his brow as she said, “Son, it 
won't be for long, and then we'll 
be together forever.” This man 
of great affairs said that it was 
the aim of his life to live so that 
his mother would be glad in him, 
and that her words might have 
fulfillment. He would live for 
Christ so that one day he might 
be together with her who had 
ever been such an inspiration to 
him. 


IV. Daughters, You Need 
Jesus to Save You, too 


Daughter, and how is it with 
you? One of the most touching 
incidents in the ministry of our 
Lord is the healing of the daugh- 
ter of Jairus. When this .Jewish 
ruler came to Christ, he was in 
sore distress because his darling 
daughter, twelve-years old, was 
at the point of death. The best 
medical skill had proved unavail- 
ing, and nothing less than a 
miracle could save her from death. 
Knowing the skill of Jesus, the 
great Physician, he speedily had 


sought Him out, and utterly in-| Ww 


different to what others might 


think of Him, he prostrated him- 
self before Jesus in a spirit of 


worship and pleaded with Him 


to come and lay His healing hand 
upon his dying child before it was 
too late. We are glad to record 
that Jesus went with him, and 
although upon arrival at the rul- 
er’s house the child was already 
dead, the omnipotent Saviour re- 
stored her to health and life 
again. 

There are so many daughters 
who need the healing touch of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Grace Living- 
stone Hill once wrote a story, 
The Prodigal Girl. In this tale 
the father overhears two men of 
the world making lewd remarks 
about a certain girl who, he learns 
to his horror; is his own daughter. 
Other incidents led a broken- 
hearted parent to understand that 
not only his daughter but his 
entire family was caught in the 
grip of the world. The fathe 
recognized that drastic steps mus#¥ 
be taken. He took the entire fam- 
ily to a little house in the cold 
hills of Vermont where there was 
not electricity or a_ telephone. 
There in that shangri-la the en- 
tire family, despite rough sailing 
for a time, were brought through 
to a safe harbor of faith in Christ. 


So many of our young women 
today feel that they have to fol- 
low the crowd. Consequently, they 
fall into ruinous habits. I have 
asked many girls why they start- 
ed smoking cigarettes. The answer 
invariably is “Everybody else is 
doing it.” It is good to rethember 
the old saying that sparrows al- 
ways travel in flocks, but eagles 
soar alone. It is so important that 
our girls are willing to stand up 
and stand out for the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

Follow the crowd? What 
crowd? Jesus speaks of the broad 
way that leadeth to destruction, 
and points out that there are 
many that are walking therein. 
Oh, that our young women would 
recognize that it is not what they 
put on their faces that makes 
them radiant. It--is the love that 
they have for™ Christ in their 
hearts that puts the shine of glory 
there. Oh, daughters, daughters, 
give yourselves to Christ while 
there is yet time. 

A woman came to Dr. Chalmers

heretofore uninterested, began to 
be moved. First, his young wife 
yielded, got down beside him and 
put her arm around his neck, cry- 
ing.

What if this young husband had 
never had the courage to take 
up family prayer?

their context, but are the main 
sections of the writer’s teaching 
on separation. : 


“Tf the Voice {official IFCA 
magazine! is to be fully honest, 
it must admit that the greatest 
forces for orthodoxy at work in 
America today are inside the 
old denominations. No where 
can more doctrinal orthodoxy 
be found than among great de- 
nominations—Southern Baptist, 
Missouri Syrod Lutheran, the 
Reformed Church of America 
and the Christian Reformed 
Church, to name only a few.” 


“The Bible teaches _ sepa- 
ration from individual apostates 
who deny the deity of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. But many believers 
do not know though the Bible 
demands us to separate from 
Unitarians and others who deny 
the Lordship of Jesus Christ, the 
eternal Word, no where does 


the Bible suggest that believers |. 


separate from each other. be- 
cause of differences in interpre- 
tation of even important doc- 
trines. The only grounds for 
separation between believers 
are moral. If a believer is caught 
in a lie, he must be excluded 
from the communion table until 
he confesses his sin and répents. 
There must be separation where 
there is moral lapse, but there 
is never a hint of separation 
because of doctrinal difference.” 
“(Italics by Dr. Barnhouse.)” 
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““T reiterate, no where does the 
Bible command a believer to 
separate from other believers on 
the grounds of doctrinal differ- 
ences. Separation from apostasy, 
yes. Making rules other than 
the Bible definitions of apostasy, 
no. As long as a man confesses 
that Jesus Christ has come in 
the flesh (I John 4:2) we must 
acknowledge the Spirit of God 
in that man. This is God’s plain 
statement. 


‘“There...is--a balance in the 
Bible between the two ideas of 
fellowship and separation. If 
either of these ideas is pushed 
too far, the believer gets away 
from the central Christian posi- 
tion .... I would like to be in 
the center of the Lord’s will so 
that I may hold separation and 
fellowship in exact balance. But 
if I cannot always make dead 
center, I pray the Lord to let 
me err on the-side of love, rath- 
er than judgment. Fo? I know 
that the Holy Spirit will not 
let the ark of the Lord fall be- 
cause of lack of my support and 
I know that the Lord Jesus 
Christ has given us the one ral- 
lying cry valid for our day: 
‘By this shall all men know that 
ye are my disciples, if ye have 
love one to another” (John 
13:35). 


If this were simply an isolated 
instance of such a position in our 
present-day theological tangle, it 
would not be worthy of editorial! 
notice. But this is merely an ex- 
ample of the extreme position now 
held by the New Evangelical 
movement headed by Dr. Harold 
John Ockenga of Boston and of 
which Dr. Billy Graham is the 
popular spokesman. As such it 
must be answered from the Bible. 


Dr. Barnhouse is pastor of the 
Tenth Presbyterian Church of 
Philadelphia and is a popular Bi- 
ble conference speaker with wide 
following. He conducts large Bi- 
ble study groups and has a weekly 
radio broadcast’ heard in many 
parts of our country. A number of 
times I have heard with blessing 
his Bible expositions. Dr. Barn- 
house is also editor of the month- 
ly, Eternity magazine, with be- 
tween 20,000 and 30,000 subscrib- 
ers. 

Dr. Barnhouse has long been 
something of an enigma in the 
theological picture in America. For 
a number of years he was; strong 
in his criticism of modernism and 
apostate religious leaders, even in 
his own Presbyterian USA de- 
nomination. About five years ago 
while visiting in his church, I 
heard Dr. Barnhouse vigorously 
denounce the Revised Standard 
Version of the New Testament be- 


‘cause it did not use the pronouns 


“thee’ and “thou” when Christ 


was involved, otherwise used when 


referring to deity. But shortly aft- 
er this, Dr. Barnhouse, like a fast- 
moving halfback, reversed his 
field, opened wide his arms to the 
leaders of the National Council of 
Churches, and became the speaker 
for one of their regular television 
programs. He also switched his 
opinion regarding the Revised 
Standard Version during the na- 
tional stir. and controversy. He 
carried full-page ads in his maga- 
zine and publicly endorsed the 
RSV as a great contribution to Bi- 
ble knowledge. 


About the same time he lauded 
the coming of the Communist 


*‘|/church leader, Hromadka, to the 


World Council of Churches meet- 
ing in Evanston, Illinois. Recently, 
when through his magazine, Efer- 
nity, Dr. Barnhouse welcomed the 


fellowship of the Seventh-Day Ad- 


ventists as an orthodox Christian 
group, he drew a storm of protest 
from Bible beHevers all over the 
country. 

This article is not an attack 
on Dr. Barnhouse’s ministry, but 
rather a sincere effort to help 
correct what I consider a serious 
misinterpretation of the scriptur- 
al teaching on separation. 


’ As I see it, there are four basic 
problems which Dr. Barnhouse has 
raised in his article. 


How Heresy Begins 


First, Dr. Barnhouse seems not 
to understand how heresy comes 
into. local congregations and de- 
féMinational organizations. His 


position seems to be that apostasy. 


and false teaching come only. as 


some blatant infidel or official 
Unitarian comes from _ outside 
Christian circles and suddenly 


starts to lead people astray. From 
such, Dr. Barnhouse agrees, we 
may separate ourselves. But he 
Says we are not to separate from 
the saved person who goes astray 
on important doctrine’ through 
bad teaching or fuzzy thinking and 
leads others with him. It is possible 
thatea person be honestly con- 
verted and not believe in Hell. If 
such a person is put into the pul- 
pit or on the faculty of a seminary, 
according to Dr. Barnhouse, we 
ought to pay his salary and help 
him: lead others astray! However, if 
this same person should tell a lie or 
steal something, he is to be judged 
and fellowship withdrawn. What 
kind of reasoning is this? 


Actually, most heresy is intro- 
duced into Christian circles by 
misled believers who then produce 
unbelief in their followers. I re- 
member well a young man who 
went from my home church to 
Princeton ‘Theological Seminary 
and adopted the  neo-orthodox 
theory of the inspiration of the Bi- 
ble. He believed the written Word 
became the inspired Word of God 
only when the Holy Spirit brought 
its message to the reader’s heart. 
I feel sure that the boy was saved. 
His teacher may well have been 
saved, too. But I would be con- 
strained not to support financially 
(break fellowship with) both the 
boy and the school that allowed 
such teachers to remain on its 
faculty. 

Nor does heresy involve only the 
doctrine of the deity of Christ. 
Heresy is any religious opinion op- 
posed to the historically accepted 
principal doctrines of orthodox 
Christianity. Paul in II Thessa- 
lonians 3:14 teaches by the Holy 
Spirit, “If any man obey not our 
word by this epistle, note that 
man, and have no company with 
him.” In ‘this case the heresy con- 
cerned the doctrine of the second 
coming of Christ. Paul admonishes 
Titus, “A man that is an heretick 
after the first ‘and second admo- 
nition reject” (Titus 3:10). The 
heresy at Crete, where Titus min- 
istered, was that of mixing law 
and grace. The Bible here clearly 
teaches that we are to separate 
ourselves from those who would 
bring heresy into the church. 


Are Moral and Doctrinal 
Lapses Different in 
God’s Sight? 

In the second place, does the 
Bible make a distinction between 
the separation required by a 
serious moral lapse and a serious 
doctrinal lapse as Dr. Barnhouse 
seeks to establish? He _ says, 
“There must be separation where 


there is a moral lapse, but there is 


never a hint of separation because 
of doctrinal difference.” In Gala- 
tians 5:19-21 the Bible links to- 
gether :-as works of the flesh idola- 
try, witchcraft, and heresies, 
which are doctrinal matters, with 
adultery, murder, and other ob- 
vious sins of behaviour. Wrong 
teaching about the resurrection 
(evil speaking) corrupts good 
manners (behaviour) as I Corinthi- 
ans 15:33 shows. God commends 
the Ephesian church in Revela- 
tion 2:2 for not bearing those who 
are evil (moral behaviour) and 
for trying those who said they 
were apostles (doctrine), but who 
were not. 

Moral behaviour lapses end doc- 
trinal lapses cannot be divided as 
neatly as Dr. Barnhouse teaches. 
The two are woven together and 
both are sin. In fact, wrong mor- 
als usually proceed from wrong 
doctrine. To say that one who lies 
has sinned, and yet one who adult- 
erates sound doctrine does not sin, 
is untenable. After all, what could 
be more immoral than for a teach- 
er or a preacher supported by the 
gifts of saved people to corrupt 
the doctrines of the faith? 


Who-ls a Modernist? 


A third problem centers in just 
what constitutes a modernist or 
an apostate. Dr. Barnhouse says, 
“As Jong as a man confesses that 
Jesus Christ has come in the flesh

(I John 4:2) we must acknowledge 
the Spirit of God in that man.” In 
another place he defines apostates 
as those “who deny the deity of 
the Lord Jesus Christ” or “Uni- 
tarians and others who deny the 
Lordship of Jesus Christ, the eter- 
nal Word.” 

This is the position of the Na- 
tional Council of Churches whose 
rule of fellowship is ‘‘Recognition 
of Jesus Christ as divine Lord and 
Saviour.” But is this what the 
Seripture really says? Does the 
phrase quoted from I John 4:2 
simply mean that anyone who ac- 
cepts the facts of the historical 
life of Christ is a Christian and 
should be acknowledged as a 
brother in Christ? Why of course 
not. Second John 9 says, ‘‘Whoso- 
ever transgresseth, and abideth 
not in the doctrine of Christ, hath 
not God.” The “doctrine of Christ” 
here mentioned surely includes all 
the essential elements of the Gos- 
pel listed in I Corinthians 15:3, 4 
—the vicarious atoning. death, 
burial, and bodily resurrection of 
Christ all according to the Scrip- 
tures. Without a personal accept- 
ance of these, a man could not be 
saved. To nominally accept some 
general statement of belief in the 
deity and Lordship of Christ is 
simply not enough, as thoffsands 
of churches — have _ sorrowfully 
learned who put a_ glib-tongued 
modernist in their pulpit who 
made easy commitments to a “be- 
lief in Christ.” 


Is Love the One Rallying Cry 
Valid for Today? 


But the fourth basic fallacy of 
the article in Hternity magazine is 
to make love ‘“‘the one rallying cry 
valid for our day.” To ignore all 
of the other plain teachings of 
Seripture on how to deal with 
heresy among believers and false 
teachers would be a grievous er- 
ror and a downright sin against 
God. There is a silly idea abroad 
today that love is synonymous 
with a soft-spoken, mild manner 
which is blind to error, and loves 
the Devil and God at the same 
time. Love is not the giddy, senti- 
mentality often pictured. No, 
kindness has to be joined to truth 
and right in order to get love’s 
true definition. John, in verses 1 


Spirit 


and 4 of his second epistle, says, 
“The elder unto the elect lady and 
her children, whom I love m the 
truth” and “I rejoiced greatly that 
I found of thy children walking im 
truth.” John’s love was related 
to adherence to truth. Paul teach- 
es that real love withoyt hypocrisy 
(dissimulation) not only cleaves 
to that which is good, but also 
abhors or. hates evil (Rom. 12:9). 
Any kind of love which does not 
hate evil or sin in whatever form, 
is simply hypocrisy and not real 
Bible love. Jesus, in John 15:10, 
made the favor of His love con- 
tingent on obedience. God’s love 
is demonstrated by stern disci- 
pline for wrongdoing. A. father 
does not love his children less be- 
cause he punishes them—rather 
it is a direct expression of love 
tuned to righteousness. Proverbs 
13:24 teaches, “He that spareth 
his rod hateth his son: but he that 
loveth him chasteneth him be- 
times.”’ 


Martin Luther said, “Cursed be 
that love and unity for whose sake 
the Word of God must be put to 
the stake.” 

Another clear statement which 
applies comes from the pen of 
DeVerne Fromke. He says, “The 
verb ‘agapao’ from which the early 
Church derived its name ‘Agape’ 
for the Love Feast—implies a Di- 
vine love which is ‘shed abroad 
in the heart’ only as the Holy 
indwells in true vertical 
conversion. Then there is the oth- 
er Greek verb, ‘phileo,’ which is 
purely an emotional, human love. 
It is upon the basis of this ‘phileo- 
love’ that a deceived ecclesiastical 
leadership is today hoping to build 
a world-brotherhood and a world 
church.” (‘Come Hither,’ p. 219) 

Suppose I stepped into my home 
and found a strange man in the 
process of killing my two children 
and stealing the silverware. Should 
I say~ to him, “The Bible com- 
mands me to love my enemies, so 
I will help hold the children so 
you can bash in their little skulls, 
and help you sack up the silver- 
ware’? Someone would doubtless 
ask, “But didn’t you love your 
children, too?” In a strangely simi- 
lar way there are those who would 
cry “love, love’ today regarding 
those who are stealing the ¢hurth- 
es which belong-to the Lord and 
abusing the seminaries which were 
established to train Bible-believ- 
ing preacherseand missionaries. I 
want to raise my voice and say, 
“But don’t you love Jesus Christ 
—why help the thieves ‘and mur- 
derers kick Him around?” 

Let’s get this straight: God does 
not command an insipid love which 
ignores truth and matters of right 
and wrong. 

But “what saith the Lord” about 
this important matter of separa- 
tion? Is there clear Bible teach- 
ing to help us? Yes, in abundance. 


Separation From Unbelievers 


In a number of places the Bible 
plainly states that Christians are 
to separate themselves from unbe- 
lievers in relation to certain bonds. 
This separation was pictured for 
the Old Testament Jews in Deu- 
teronomy 22:9-11: 


“Thou shalt not sow thy vine- 
yard with divers seeds: lest the 
fruit of thy seed which thou hast 
soun, and the fruit of thy vine- 
yard, be defiled. Thou shalt not 
plow with an ox and an ass to- 
gether. Thou shalt not wear a gar- 
ment of divers sorts, as of woollen 
and linen together.” 


This unequal yoke is spiritually 
applied in II Corinthians 6:14-18: 


“Be ye not unequally yoked to- 
gether with unbelievers: for what 
fellowship hath righteousness with 
unrighteousness? and what com- 
munion hath light vith darkness? 
And what concord hath Christ 
with Belial? or what part hath 
he that believeth with an infidel? 
And what agreement hath the 
temple of God with idols? for ye 
are the temple of the living God; 
as God hath said, I will dwell in 
them, and walk in them; and I 
will be their God, and they shall 
be my people. Wherefore come out 
from among them, and be ye 
separate, saith the Lord, and touch 
not the unclean thing, and I will 
receive you, And will be a Fath- 
er unto you, and ye shall be my 
sons and daughters, saith the Lord 
Almighty.” . 


The plain teaching of these two 
passages is that Christians are not 


to be joined with unbelievers, par- 
ticularly in yokes of religious fel- 
lowship or marriage. Separation 
from worldly and wrong amuse- 
ments is also involved. That saved 
people and infidels have no basis 
for fellowship is a glaring truth 
here made too obvious to miss. — 

second Corinthians 11:13-15 
shows that those who seek to de- 
stroy the work of Christ and cor- 
rupt the doctrines. of salvation 
come frequently transformed “into 
the. apostles of Christ,” even as 
Satan comes as “an angel of 
light.” In verses 3 and 5 of the 
Same chapter, Paul warns that 
there would be those who would 
try to teach “another Jesus” and 
“another gospel.” Such a person 
is to be considered “anathema”’ 
or accursed, as I Corinthians 16: 
22 shows. 

Jesus warned of the false teach- 
ers which would come deceitfully . 
as Wolves in sheep’s. clothing 
(Matt. 7:15-20). They would be 
known by their fruits (the results 
of their teaching), and we are to 
“beware” of them. They will be 
“hewn down and cast into the 
fire.” Paul told Titus that such 
false prophets’ “mouths must be 
stopped” (Titus 1:11), to “rebuke 
them sharply” (1:13), to “rebuke 
them with all authority” (2:15), 
and to “reject” them after two 
admonitions. The whole second 
chapter of II Peter warns against 
such false teachers in fiery de- 
scription. 

'In I John 4:1-3 we are instruct- 
ed to “try the spirits” because 
there are so many false prophets. 
This trying of the spirits (or re- 
ligious teachers) is ta be on the 
basis of their testimony regarding 
the person and work of Christ. 


Here is another clear example 
of separation from unbelievers: 
“For many deceivers are entered 
into the world, who confess-not 
that Jesus Christ is come in the 
flesh. This is a deceiver and an 
antichrist. Look to yourselves, 
that we. lose not those things 
which we have wrought, but that 
we receive a full reward. Whoso- 
ever transgresseth, and abideth 
not in the doctrine of Christ, hath 
not God. He that abideth in the 


doetrine of Christ, he hath both 


the Father and the Son. If there 
come any unto you, and bring not 
this doctrine, receive him not into 
your house, neither bid him God 
speed: For he that biddeth him 
God speed is partaker of his evil 
deeds” (II John 7-11). 


In John’s day local congrega- 
tions of believers met in homes, 
and the clear teaching of the pas- 
sage is that anyone who was not 
right on the doctrines of the per- 
son and work of Christ was to be 
excluded. They were not to be 
owned as Christian brothers and 
rated no “God bless you.” Any 
believers having part with any 
false teacher (modernist or liber- 
al) was “partaker of his evil 
deeds.”’ 


The plain command of Jude 3 
and 4 cannot be ignored: “Beloved, 
when I gave all diligence to write 
unto you of the common saiva- 
tion, it was needful for me to 
write unto you, and exhort you 
that ye should earnestly contend 
for the faith which was once de- 
livered unto the saints. For there 
are certain men crept in unawares, 
who were before of old ordained 
to this condemnation, ungodly 
men, turning the grace of our God 
into lasciviousness, and denying 
the only Lord God, and our Lord 
Jesus Christ.’ Obviously our con- 
tention in this case is to be direc- 
ted against the teaching of those 
who “crept in unawares.” Away 
with the sentimental drivel that 
love is the one rallying cry valid 
today and that we are not to con- 
tend for the faith once delivered 
to the saints! : 


The Bible on Separation From 
Erring Christians 


There are a host of Scriptures 
Which teach very carefully what 
a Christian should do about a 
brother believer who goes wrong 
on doctrine. Of course, a person 
could not be wrong on the doctrine 
of the deity of Christ, the substi- 
tutionary atonement, or the bodily 
resurrection of Christ, as II John 
9 and I Corinthians 15:3, 4 teach, 
and yet be saved. But a person 
could be wrong on some detail of 
the inspiration of the Bible, the 
second coming of Christ, or bap- 
tism, for instance, and still be 
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saved—though wrong on a doc- 
trinal question. Paul says in II 
Thessalonians 3:15 that we are 
to “admonish him as a brother.” 
Evidently maintaining the rela- 
tionship of brotherhood does not 
eliminate the necessity for ad- 
monishing a brother that is doc- 
trinally wrong. Paul withstood 
Peter to his face at Antioch in 
Galatians 2:11-14 because Peter 
feared those of the circumcision 
and “walked not uprightly ac- 
cording to the truth of the gospel.” 

Paul straightly warned the Ga- 
latian Christians (Galatians 1:6- 
9) that if he (a believer) should 
modify his teaching of the Gospel, 
he was to be accounted accursed. 

In Ephesians 5:11 we are in- 
structed, “Have no fellowship with 
the unfruitful works of darkness, 
but rather reprove them,” This 
would be true even when per- 
formed by a brother Christian. 
First Peter 5:9 teaches that we 
should resist the work of the ad- 
versary—even when the work of 
the adversary is in the teaching of 
a fellow-believer. 

The Christians at Rome .were 
warned, “Him that is weak in 
the faith receive ye, but not to 
doubtful disputations” (Rom. 14: 
1). And II Peter 3:16 describes 
those who are “unlearned and un- 
stable’ and who wrest the Scrip- 
tures. Evidently..there are some 
who are more susceptible to doc- 
trinal error than others, and these 
are to be received in fellowship 
only if they do not cause trouble 
(raise doubtful disputations) with 
their faulty beliefs. Timothy was 
told to avoid the profane and vain 
babblings of those who had “erred 
concerning the faith’ (I Tim. 6: 
20, 21). He was to withdraw him- 
self from those who did not teach 
“the doctrine which is according 
to godliness” (I Tim. 6:3-5)..He 
was instructed to “rebuke before 
all” them that sin (I Tim.’ 5:20), 
and doctrinal sin as well as moral 
sin would surely be included. 

Alexander and Hymenaeus were 
“delivered to Satan, that they may 
Jearn not to blaspheme” because 
they had put away some of the 
doctrines of the faith (I Tim, 1:19, 
20). 

Timothy was to “shun profane 
and vain babblings” of those who 
wrongly taught that the resur- 
rection was already passed (II 
Tim. 2:16-18). He was to “reprove, 
rebuke and exhort with all long- 
suffering and doctrine” those who 
would not “endure sound doctrine” 
(II Tim. 4:2, 3). 

In Thessalonica Paul preached 
“the gospel of God with much con- 
tention” because he was “put in 
trust with the gospel’ (I Thess. 
2:2, 4), and so are we today to 
“contend” for the faith because 
we are put in trust of the Gospel. 
Paul taught the Thessalonians to 
‘withdraw yourselves from every 
brother that walketh disorderly 
and not after the tradition which 
he received of us” (II Thess. 3:6) 


and, “if any man obey not our 
word by this epistle, note that 
man, and have no company with 
him’ (II Thess. 3:14). Here Paul 


was speaking particularly of sepa- 
rating from Christians’ who were 
wrong in. doctrine as well as in 
moral behaviour. 

Paul wished that the ones who 
had “troubled the Galatians” (by 
confusing them doctrinally with 
legalism) would be “cut off” or 
removed. (Gal. 5:12). 

The Romans. were to ‘mark 
them which cause divisions and of- 


fences contrary to the doctrine 
which you have learned; and 
avoid them”. (Rom. 16:17). 


In the Old Testament Moses re- 
buked Aaron for his building of 
the idol in the form of a golden 
calf. Aaron’s “‘heresy” was not es- 
sentially different from the doc- 
trinal heresy we face today. Asa 
refused to. allow his’~ mother, 
Maachah, to continue in the palace 
as queen because she had built 
,~an idol. Her sin was in doctrine, 
~ not™primarily in morals, yet she 
was removed from leadership and 
“fellowship was broken” (II 
Chron. 15:16), 

From all this array of Scrip- 
ture, it seems surely that God has 
spoken clearly that there is to be 
a separation and a breaking of 
fellowship over serious doctrinal 
heresy—even between Christian 
brothers. 


Historic Cases of Separation 
Over Doctrine 


God has not left Himself with- 
out a witness down through his- 
tory. Luther’s stand against the 
Roman Catholic heresy demanded 
separation from its rotten leader- 
ship. John Wesley faced a dead 
denominational ecclesiasticism in 
England and the Methodist Church 
was born through his~ protest. 
Charles Spurgeon sadly broke fel- 
lowship with the Baptist. Union 
and led his church to withdraw, 
when modernism gained control of 
its leadership. 


D. L. Moody earnestly contend- 
ed, “God being my helper, I will 
never own fellowship with a man 
who denies the deity of my God 
and Saviour Jesus Christ, or 
sneers at His atonement.” 


J. Gresham Machen boldly took 
his stand against modernism in 
the Presbyterian Church, USA, 
which he had served so long. In 
1929 he left Princeton Seminary 
to help form Westminster Semi- 
nary and attempt to preserve bib- 
lical Christianity in the Presby- 
terian denomination. Then in 1933 
he helped form the Independent 
Board of Presbyterian Foreign 
Missions after denouncing the lib- 
eral missionaries such as Pearl 
Buck who were then being sent 
to the field by his denomination. 
He was bitterly opposed for his 
part in this new mission society, 
and was put .out of the Presby- 
terian Church, USA, as a result. 
In 1936 Dr. Machen helped form 
the Presbyterian Church of Amer- 
ica (now the Orthodox Presby.). 
If separation on grounds of doc- 
trine is wrong, then . Machen’s 
heroic actions were one long, hor- 
rible mistake. 

Dr. W. B. Riley gave nearly all 
of his life to soul-winning pastor- 
ates in Northern Baptist churches 
but was sickened by the growing 
modernism in the schools and 
leadership of his denomination, He 
helped in the formation of the 
Conservative Baptist Foreign Mis- 
sion Society as a protest, and fin- 
ally, shortly before his death, felt 
eonstrained to completely break 
fellowship with and repudiated the 
Northern Baptist denomination. 
Was Dr. Riley wrong? Of course 
not! 

And what of Dr. T. T. Shields, 
who led a group to withdraw from 
the Baptist Convention of Canada 
when efforts to clean out the mod- 
ernistic leadership failed? Funda- 
mental Christianity owes an over- 
whelming debt to Dr. John R. 


Rice, to Dr. Bob Jones, to Dr. 
Robert Ketcham, to Dr. Carl 
McIntire, to Dr. Richard Clear- 


waters, and to Dr. Chester Tulga. 
These men and others have borne 
the abuse and maligning that goes 
with separation, but by so doing 
have made it possible for thou- 
sands of lesser men to take their 
stand, too. Orthodox Bible Chris- 
tianity which Dr. Barnhouse calls 
“the ark of the Lord” would have 
sunk silently into the waves of 
apostasy years ago but for the 
bold separatist stand of these men. 


Separation Today 


Is the advice of Dr. Barnhouse 
and the other New Evangelical 
leaders. sound and wise for funda- 
mental Christians today? If the 
advice of men without regard to 


the plain teaching of Scripture is 


the criterion of judgment, then 
whether to separate or not from 
modernism would depend on to 
whom you listened, But if the 
clear teaching of’ the Bible is to 
be followed, separation is a “must” 
in the following areas: 


The National Council of 
Churches 


The National Council of Church- 
es is the ecumenical organization 
in America which, with its af- 
filiated men and organizations, is 
the chief source of modernistic 
teaching today. Its leadership is 
a mixture of theological ‘‘sheep”’ 
and “goats” absolutely unreliable 
on the basic doctrines of the faith. 
For a denominational group, a 
local church, a pastor, or.an indi- 
vidual to be yoked up with this 
organization would violate’ all of 
the plain Bible commands to 
“withdraw thyself,” “have no fel- 
lowship with,” and “be not un- 
equally yoked with unbelievers.”’ 


Apostate Denominations 


Dr. Barnhouse would have us 


for orthodoxy at work in America 
today are.inside the old denomina- 
tions. Nowhere can more doctrinal 
orthodoxy be found than among 
great denominations—Southern 
Baptist, Missouri Synod Lutheran, 
the Reformed Church in America, 
and the Christian Reformed 
Church, to name only a few.” To 
say that this is unreliable handling 
of the facts would be the under- 
statement of the year! But it 
seems unfair of Dr. Barnhouse to 
use Southern Baptists and Mis- 
sourl Synod Lutherans as exam- 
ples of major denominations in fa- 
vor of yoking up with modernists. 
He knows that these are the two 
most fundamental of the larger 
denominations, and that both re- 
fuse to join the National Council 
of Churches, to which Dr.. Barn- 
house belongs and for which he 
is an official spokesman. And they 
refuse primarily on account of 
the modernism involved. They are 
not proper examples: of apostate 
denominations, 

The statement, again, is .not 
quite fair since it omits from the 
list many of the largest and most 
obviously liberal denominations 
as the Presbyterian Church, USA, 
of which Dr. Barnhouse is a mem- 
ber, the rankly modernistic Meth- 
odist denomination, the American 
Baptist, the Episcopal denomina- 
tion, and other Lutheran groups 


‘which are filled with modernism. 


And who could honestly believe 
that the doctrines of all these 
churches would even approach in 
orthodoxy the doctrinal positions 
of the separatist groups such as 
the General Association of Regu- 
lar Baptists, -the.- Conservative 
Baptist Association, the Bible Bap- 
tists, the Bible Presbyterians, or 
the Independent Fundamental 
Churches of America? 


Unfortunately, Dr. Barnhouse is 
compelled to don_ rose-colored 
glasses in viewing the denomina- 
tional situation since he has not 
separated himself from the apos- 
tate Presbyterian Church, USA. 


But his mistaken position cannot 


possibly destroy all of the plain 
Bible commands to separate our- 
selves. I believe that to send even 
a dime of your money or lend 
your influence to support a single 
modernist or apostate institution 
constitutes treason against the 
Lord Jesus Christ! 


Heresy in Local Churches 


But what. about fellowship in 
local church congregations with 
those who are wrong in doctrine? 
In the first place, no unsaved per- 
son should be accepted into mem- 
bership in the local church. In 
Bible times, “the Lord added to 


believe that “the greatest forces | 


the church daily such as snould 


be saved” (Acts 2:47). A saved 
person could be wrong on some 
doctrinal matter and be receivec 


into the church as a brother ufi 


less _ he made trouble and causec 
dissension by his, wrong doctrine. 
Paul said, “Him that is weak in 
the faith receive ye, but not to 
doubtful disputations” (Rom. 14: 
1). A person who is wrong on im- 
portant matters of doctrine such 
as the inspiration of the Bible or 
the second coming of Christ, for 
instance, should surely not be 
placed in a position of teaching or 
leadership. 


But what if a Christian finds 
himself in a local church where 
the . leadership is modernistic? 
From the clear teaching of II 
John 9 it would be wrong to re- 
main in a congregation where the 
pastor was a modernist. If pro- 
test fails to oust such a pastor, a 
sincere believer would have no 
choice but to withdraw from such 
fellowship or be partaker of the 
pastor’s “evil deeds.” And, in my 
judgment, from the clear teaching 
of II John 11, to remain in a group 
that channels the general giving 
of its members to the National 
Council of Churches, to an apos- 
tate denominational program, to 
a foreign mission society which 
supports known liberal missionar- 
ies, or to schools which are mod- 
ernistic, would, I say, be a sin. If 
part of your money is used to 
train liberal preachers or mission- 
aries, you would surely be a par- 
taker with them in their false 
teaching. 


I think of a godly Christian 
couple who are in a local church 
which is itself sound in the faith. 
They have given _ sacrificially 
through the years to support the 
construction of a lovely church 
huilding and to carry on the work. 
Their service has been spiritual 
and unselfish. Their local church 
is their life. But part of their 
hard-earned sacrificial offerings 
are sent to support the denomi- 
national program and apostate 
leadership. Some of this, in turn, 
goes to carry on the work of the 
National Council of Churches. An- 
other part of their giving is sent 
to help support a worldly, neo- 
orthodox denominational cotlege. 
Still another part is sent to a 
rankly liberal seminary busily en- 
gaged in turning out a crop of 
young modernists. A further pro- 
portion of the loving gifts of this 
family goes. to make possible the 
work of a young missionary who 
is seriously wrong in doctrine. 
Since they cannot control this 
distribution of funds, is this earn- 
est couple right or wrong to re- 
main -in their local church fel- 
lowship? According to the clear 
light of the Word of God they 
are wrong. Though their separa- 
tion from this work would be 


yeart-rending, they should no 
longer support such a seriously 


wrong program. 


Evangelism Must Hold to 
Bible Standards of 
Separation 

But it is in the field of evaygel- 
ism that the breakdown between 
modernism and_ historic’ funda- 
mentalism has most recently been 
felt. The most widely used evan- 
gelists—Moody, Torrey, Chapman, 
Sunday, Ham, Bob Jones, and 
John R. Rice—carefully refused to 
have known modernists take of- 
ficial leadership in. their union 
meetings. Mr. Moody remonstrat- 
ed with Miss Frances E. Willard, 
noted temperance leader of his 
day, when she appeared on the 
same platform with known mod- 
ernists. Moody held that she ought 
not to appear on the same plat- 
form with one who denied the 
deity of Christ. . 

But in the last few years, Dr. 
Billy Graham and some other 
evangelists have led the way to 
enlisting the support of liberal 
pastors in city-wide campaigns. 
The ,.New York City Crusade 
brought the matter out. in the 
open, but only after many good 
men had been led into serious 
antiscriptural compromise, If the 
Bible means anything by its plain 
commands not to yoke up with un- 
believers and those fundamentally 
wrong in:doctrine, it surely means 
that it is wrong to be in any 


‘working tie with modernists. The 


end does not justify the. means! 
If it is wrong in a church, it is 
wrong to fellowship with modern- 
ists in a revival campaign. . 

In a recent revival I held in 
Niles, Ohio, a Jehovah’s Witness 
said he was “only a sinner saved 
by grace.” He might possibly be 
saved. But could I go out ona 
soul-winning’ visit with him, 
knowing that he would eventually 
teach any new convert that he 
must join the local Kingdom Hall 
group and become one of the 
144,000 who would be saved? Of 
course not! But this is no different 
from the kind of thing others are 
doing in joining with unbelievers 
and fuzzy-thinking liberals in re- 
vival campaigns. 

God help the thousands of 
preachers and laymen reading this 
article to stay true to the clear 
teaehing of: Scripture on separa- 
tion from modernism, May God 
grant a great return to Bible 
principles on this important mat- 
ter and help preserve orthodox 
Christianity intact for future gen- 
erations, should the Lord tarry!
